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FORWARD-LOOKING SCOTLAND 
COTLAND has at present a great deal to interest the architect and planner, 
especially in the Glasgow area. If the attraction of London, both culturally 
and industrially, is an embarrassment to its central authorities, how much 
more is Glasgow which now embraces one-quarter of Scotland’s population, 
and constitutes as a result a major planning problem with which central and 
local authorities, and their planners, are now grappling. 

The report presented in 1946 to the Regional Advisory Committee (set up 
in 1943 by Mr. Tom Johnston as Secretary of State for Scotland) by the late 
Patrick Abercrombie confirmed earlier estimates that the surplus of Glasgow 
population was rather more than 250,000 and showed that the re-housing of 
such numbers was beyond remedy on a local basis. Abercrombie recom- 
mended that there must be limitations on expansion at Glasgow’s periphery, 
and that families displaced by clearance should be re-housed outside the city 
boundaries. This principle of thinning out the most congested central areas 
and of creating new communities and enlarging existing ones away from 
Glasgow’s doors is now firmly established, and is under way. Of these pro- 
cesses by far the more difficult is the finding of existing communities able and 
willing to take some part of the overspill, primarily because even well-disposed 
‘reception * authorities must be assured that sufficient work is available for the 
newcomers. It is good to hear that, in spite of the difficulties, Glasgow has 
already concluded arrangements with nine authorities to take overspill popula- 
tion, and is in negotiation with about 30 more. 

Within the city itself, big changes are soon to come about in the Hutcheson- 
town-Gorbals area, which has the unenviable reputation of being probably the 
worst slum in the world. Low housing, with tall blocks, will give an increased 
amount of open space, offering liberal breathing space to this sad area. Outside 
the city boundaries the new town of Cumbernauld is making a promising start 
under the direction of General Sir Gordon MacMillan, the chairman, his live 
committee and a keen team of principal officers of whom the chief architect 
and planning officer is Mr. L. Hugh Wilson. This will be the first of the 
new towns not to be sub-divided into neighbourhood areas but being planned 
as a cohesive whole. 

All this work, coupled with very great private developments in building, 
means that Scottish architects are busy, even in some cases overloaded, with 
projects. There is some shortage of staff. especially architectural assistants, 
and good opportunities offer themselves to men who are prepared to go north. 
It is encouraging that not only is a larger proportion of total building being 
done by the profession but that industrialists are bringing in architects at the 
beginning of the projects, and not merely to ‘doll up’ buildings after the 
engineers have planned them. The Kincardine power station and the large 
ICI storage plant at Leith are examples. Scotland has also taken a lead in 
bringing its building regulations into one cohesive code. The Building (Scot- 
land) Act, now on the statute book, should be an enormous step forward in 
simplifying planning and construction. How long will England be in follow- 
ing suit? 

It would not do were the impression gained that all is well in Scotland. 
As to the architectural profession, there are still pockets of resistance where 
the value of bringing the trained designer’s knowledge to bear on enhancing 
both the standard of living and the unique character of Scotland’s towns and 
landscape is not recognised. And there are also local authorities, notably 
Glasgow Corporation itself, where there is over-anxiety to keep in being, 
even to develop, direct labour departments. There is no doubt that this form 
of building. which has come about largely through Scottish builder’ own fault, 
has been enabled to play a considerable part in supplying bu‘' .ag needs, but 
that time is now largely past and it is right that private buuders should have 
the opportunity (and carry the inherent risks) of tendering for public work.

Scottish Journey 


VEN Sassenachs, who need to be 

prised from their English setting to 
go North, must find May in Scotland as 
something rare and of its own kind, The 
tulips and primroses, all but over in the 
south, are still in full bloom, and not in 
Princes-street’s gardens only. In the air 
is that particular softness matched only 
by Glenlivet water, and people as well 
as flowers unbend in the sun, remove their 
mufflers and hats and call for doubles of 
their favourite brand. 

The air traveller comes to Glasgow by 
way of Renfrew airport which, like its 
Edinburgh counterpart at Turnhouse, 
begins to look a little weatherbeaten, In 
the manner of buildings which depend 
for effect mainly on surface treatment 
and colour. Only subconsciously does the 
point re-register itself that of the 200- 
minute journey from West London air 
terminal to the centre of Glasgow, all but 
80 minutes is spent in buses and in wait- 
ing time. On this particular run, without 
customs, such time can surely be cut?

Fusiliers, gave little indication of any- 
thing out of the ordinary. No red 
carpets, no flags and only the most make- 
shift canopy in George-square!

OF NEW BUILDING, there 1s not a great 
deal in evidence in central Glasgow 
though two of the great store moguls are 
building new palaces on sites almost 
idjoining. In the outer districts, however, 
there is much going on and most archi- 
tects, according to JOHN WATSON, are very 
busy and would be well satisfied were 
architectural staff more readily available. 
Most of the output of the Scottish archi- 
tectural schools make a _ bee-line for 
London, it seems. Builders also are 
well occupied, though worried, Davip 
McCowan Hizit tells us, by the tendency 
of certain of the city corporations to make 
over-use of direct labour departments. 
McCowan Hill, solicitor by profession, 
has been secretary to the Scottish Federa- 
tion of Building Trades Employers for 
over 30 years, and it would be difficult to 
say whether in him kindliness exceeds 
native shrewdness, or vice versa. Both 
qualities were in evidence at a luncheon 
arranged by him for your Correspondent 
at the Glasgow Conservative Club 
attended by two past-presidents of the 
Federation in JACK HENDERSON and Jack 
TRAIN (the latter also past-convener of 
the Glasgow Trades House), W. MCCREA, 
past-president of the Glasgow Institute of 
Architects, and A. H. Purpbie. Mr. Purdie 
is the doyen of Scottish chartered quantity 
surveyors and retires at the end of this 
month from the firm of Dansken & 
Purdie, of which he is senior partner. As 
the firm celebrated its centenary last year, 
it must rank as the oldest in Scotland. 


Cumbernauld New Town 


IN THE MORNING, McCowan Hill and 
h.s deputy, Mr. IAIN Ross, organised a 
tour of the new town of Cumbernauld, 
which lies about 12 miles from Glasgow 
on the Stirling road. Newest of the new 
towns, there is not as et a great deal to 
see, but the enthusiasm of Mr. L. HuGu 
WILSON and his fellow architects and 
colleagues makes it pretty clear that rapid 
progress may be expected. jhe land is 
not overall suited for building by reason 
of mining; partly for this reason but also 
because Hugh Wilson and his Corpora- 
tion believe in the virtues of a fully inte- 
grated town, the buildings will be 
contained within a rectangle roughly two 
miles long by half-a-mile deep on the 
crown of the ridge. This will, in fact, be 
the first new town which is not to be 
broken up as_ neighbourhood _ units, 
though primary schools will be sited 
strategically, and an attractive system 
of bridle paths make it  unneces- 
sery for the children to get involved with 
roads, Hugh Wilson has brought with 
him the same qualities of enthusiasm and 
enterprise that made him so successful 
at Canterbury.

Edinburgh University Plans 


ON TO EDINBURGH, by the excellent and 
speedy Diesel train, to meet ROBERT 
Morton, one of the three deputies to 
T. A. Jerrryes, chief architect in the 
Department of Health for Scotland. 
Edinburgh nowadays has several excellent 
restaurants within a few miles of the 
centre, and after dining excellently in one 
of these which shall be nameless, next 
morning we viewed with him the site pro- 
posed tor the new University buildings 
in George-square, a spec. builders’ enter- 
prise of a century ago.

Prince Philip’s Views 


Replying to Sir Walter Worboys, Chair- 
man, CoID, when he visited the Design 
Centre on May 15, Prince PHILIP 
said: ‘ This year sees the introduction of 
this new Prize—this new award for 
Elegant Design—and it differs in several 
important respects from the Designs of 
the Year. In the first place it is intended

as a prize for the designer and not for the 
maker. And the second thing is that the 
panel is chosen by me and therefore it is 
entirely independent in every sense of the 
Council of Industrial Design

tude towards design as a whole. There 
are many good and useful objects which 
somehow just miss this rather elusive 
quality. And the real prize is supposed 
to be a real encouragement to the designer 
in that he is allowed to design his own 
prize; in fact it is to give him a chance to 
have a stab at that secret fancy of his 
which I am sure all designers have, 
unfettered by the whims of _ their 
employers or anyone else. 

‘The report of the pane! describes and 
gives the reasons for our unanimous 
choice and I personally am satisfied that 
in its own field the winning design has ti 
quality which I had in mind when I sug- 
gested the Prize.’

PREFABRICATED BUILDING A SURVEY OF 
SoMe EvuRoPEAN Systems. (European Pro 
ductivity Agency, OEEC.) 123 pp. gener- 
ously illustrated. Price 12s. 6d. from 
HMSO. 

HE systems are put into groups accord- 
ing to their chief constructional feature 
wood, steel, clay elements, storey-height 
concrete units, etc, Both flats and houses are 
included, but it is impossible, without actu 
ally counting, to say how many systems are 
mentioned, for—inexplicably—there is no 
index and no numbering; sometimes not even 
titles. On average each system seems to get 
somewhere about a dozen lines and usually 
one photograph only. It is comforting to 
be able to say that those lines and photos 
are usually well chosen and succeed in put 
ting across a surprising amount of informa 
tion; but it is impossible not to 
that the text is so insubstantial, for the 
original material must have been unique. 

Eastern Europe is not represented, because 

it plays no part in OEEC activities 
The very limited treatment makes one ask 

who or what this is for, but it is impossible 
to say and the prefaces give no help. It 
seems a good example of what can happen 
if you do not define your audience clearly 
and write directly for it. Administrative 
people may find it a useful sketch, and 
experienced developers might have the 
insight to see significance which others will 
miss; but even they would appreciate more 
information, not only about construction, but 
by assessment of architectural and economic 
aspects. Basically this was a project well 
worth doing, but it was worth doing a little 
bit better. J.B.C

MODERN FLatTs. By F. 
Frederick Gibberd. (London: The Archi 
tectural Press). Price 63s. 

: ODERN FLATS,’ as the authors say 

in their preface, is really a picture 
book in which are recorded in photographs, 
plans and diagrams, some of the more dis 
tinguished flat’ buildings which have been 
built in post-war years throughout the 
world——to be exact, in fifteen different coun- 
tries. * As such,’ they say, ‘we felt that no 
critical commentary was called for. Their 
feeling in this respect must have saved them 

a vast amount of bother, for the subject is 

one about which controversy rages. They 

show us what is being done and the readet 
can provide the pros and cons which, had 
they all been included, would have swelled 
their book to several volumes 

Strictly speaking a ‘flat’ is a dwelling 
house on one floor. It is distinguished from 
the ‘ bungalow’ by being a unit in a larger 
building in which these single one-floored 
dwellings are superimposed. Elementary, 
my dear Watson, but this basic fact has led 
to some remarkable developments. Once 
start going up and it would seem that the 
sky's the limit, or it might be if economic 
considerations did not come in. 

Compared to what is called open develop 
ment, with separate single dwellings, this 


kind of vertical housing saves land, reduces 
roads and services, permits a higher density, 
puts people nearer their places of work or 
recreation, lessens the fatigue of travelling 
and the time spent on it, and, with proper 
planning, and without detriment to these 
various advantages, maintains an urban 
character with adequate public space. 

All this adds up to a formidable list of 
benefits. But some people, and probably a 
great many, naturally or perversely, accord 
ing to the view you take, prefer, and insist 
on, a dwelling with no one else above or 
below, and a small plot of land, both of 
which they can call their own. They may, 
like Candide, wish to cultivate their garden, 
they like to have their children out of doors 
(so different from a balcony) and well in 
view and within reach. Stout individualists, 
one and all, rearguard of a dying race o1 
the vanguard of a rising generation, they 
firmly turn their backs on the human (or 
inhuman) filing system of the great tall 
blocks of flats—they refuse to emulate the 
battery hens and broiler ducks 

Admirable intentions, but can they, on 
any extended scale, be realised? Multiply 
the single dwelling by any large number and 
visit any large ‘housing scheme,’ so pro 
duced, and discover what sense of isolation, 
what desolation and devastation, is thus 
created, 

And then, as the reader considers the pros 
and cons, which the authors have so pru- 
dently avoided, he may be tempted to say 
‘A plague on both your houses,” or (more 
accurately), on both your kinds of housing 
In this day and age we need as a basis for 
living, as distinct from shelter, something 
far more intelligent and all-embracing than 
mere multiplication, vertically or horizon 
tally, can provide. And many of our best 
planners today (including the authors of this 
book) are trying, very hard, to provide it

TS Boathouse was designed to take the place of the three 
College Barges, now alas! beyond repair. The barges 
have for a long time been a notable feature of the river scene 
along Christchurch Meadow : all who have been at any time 
connected with rowing at Oxford, and many others besides, 
must regret their gradual disappearance. The reason is, of 
course, an economic one. Barges are costly to build and to 
maintain: they do not provide accommodation for boats, 
the storage of which is a considerable drain on a club’s 
resources : and for obvious reasons, sanitary facilities have 
to be strictly limited. 

The major problem in designing a land-based replacement 
seemed to be to provide a building with some part of the light- 
ness and gaiety of the barges, whilst giving the facilities which 
they cannot give. It was felt that a much lighter structure 
than the brick-built boathouses already in being would be 
more in keeping with the river tradition. The idea of a 
structure, both light in appearance and in ‘physical weight, 
was however not only suggested by aesthetic considerations. 
The site is an island, bounded on the one hand by the Isis, 
on the others by two arms of the Cherwell. The possibility 
of putting a temporary bridge over one of these arms was 
considered but abandoned on the score of cost. Instead, 
materials were brought to the nearest point to which road 
access was available, and ferried over by barge from a tem- 
porary staging. Clearly the cost of this method depended very 
largely on the weight of the materials to be handled. By 
keeping this to a minimum, handling costs were kept down : 
in fact, the overall cost was only some three per cent more 
than it would have been had the site had a direct hard road 
access. Excellent planning and site organisation on the part 
of the general contractor contributed greatly to this result. 

Beyond this, the main ouflines of the building are dictated 
by its use. The main dimensions, and the arrangement of the 
supports, are dependent on the length of the * eights * which 


View from first floor balcony towards Folly Bridge 
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are housed, and the spacing of the racks needed to carry them. 
The width also was determined by the need to provide three 
aisles, with racks on each side, and sufficient space between 
for handling. This space had to be kept to a minimum on 
account of site limitations. A further requirement was to 
give the best possible view of the river for the large number of 
spectators who gather to watch the racing in Eights Week. 
It was for this reason that a flat roof, on two levels, was 
adopted. The building is fortunately sited on a slight bend 
in the river, and there is a particularly fine view in either 
direction. 

The site consists largely of made-up ground : a test boring 
suggested that piling would be the most economical found- 
ation, and this method was adopted. The pipe caps are joined 
by reinforced concrete beams. The main structure is a normal 
steel frame. The stanchions are cased in concrete. The upper 
floor and the roofs are of wood joist construction, with 
boarding. The boathouse floor is of reinforced concrete. The 
walls are of ‘ Thermalite* blocks, finished externally with 
*Snowcem’ on the lower floor, and with cedar weather- 
boarding on the upper floor. Standard steel casements, hot 
dip galvanised, are used. The main doors are finished ex- 
ternally in mahogany-faced, waterproof plywood, varnished. 
The floor finish of the upper floor is coloured asphalt through- 
out. The roofs are covered with built-up bituminous roofing, 
finished with a sand and cement screed, divided into squares.

The architects were asked to provide a relatively high 
proportion of double bedroom units, the actual require- 
ments being six double and six single units. Meeting these 
requirements on a long and narrow site presented prob- 
lems, and the block had to be planned somewhat differently 
from the recommendations given in the 
Housing and Local Government’s handbook * Flatlets for 
Old People.’ 

It was considered desirable that the bed-sitting rooms 
should be given the benefit of south and west aspects and, 
in order that these restricted frontages should not be taken 
up with service rooms, the kitchens for the double rooms 
were situated across the corridor on the north side. The 
kitchens for the single units, following the Ministry's 
recommendations, have been planned with their respective 
bed-sitting rooms. In this way only one kitchen on each 
floor is on the south side. 

An easy going staircase serves the first floor, which is 
planned identically. The staircase has a fire-resisting 
glazed screen at ground floor level to meet the local 
requirements. 

Each floor has four we’s and two bathrooms, and in 
two of the four bathrooms a free-standing peninsular bath 
has been provided in case some of the old people require 
assistance.

The double bed-sitting rooms have a fitted overhead 
track to enable the bedroom recess to be curtained off 
from the living-dining area. The bed recesses each have 
a separate window for additional natural ventilation, and 
each recess is equipped with its own hand basin. A small 
room on the first floor provides storage for trunks 

The building is centrally heated throughout by hot water 
radiators. The system is supplied by an oil-fired boiler 
situated in a semi-basement beneath the staircase, and the 
oil storage tank is housed in a single-storey unit linked 
by the covered way at the front of the building. This is 
to facilitate easy oil delivery, and the fuel is piped by an 
underground line to the boiler room. A steady back- 
ground heat of 60 degrees F. is maintained in all rooms 
and corridors. Each living room has a built-in 2 kilowatt 
electric fire for additional * topping up’. 

No resident warden accommodation was required for 
this scheme, as the person responsible for cleaning and 
attendance on the heating unit lives in an adjoining block 
of flats. External walls are of 11 in. cavity construction; 
brick facings with an internal 4 in. breeze block lining. 

There is a concrete ground floor, timber first floor (except 
bathrooms and lavatories, which have tiled floors on 
reinforced concrete slabs), a reinforced concrete staircase, 
timber roof with concrete tiles and timber casemenis.

Council’s Annual Report 


their 1958 annual report, the Historic 
Buildings Council for England say 


™ 
that recommendations for grants will have 
to be considerably reduced for the next 


few years. During 1958 a greater number 
of grants towards the cost of major 
repairs to the great country houses were 
made; this, together with the decline in 
the ability of owners to contribute and 
the increase in costs has resulted in a pro- 
gressive increase in the Government's 
Share. The total recommendations for 
grants during 1958 was £548,597. The 
report is published by HMSO, price Is. 3d. 

Lack of funds has resulted in a raising 
of the standards required of a building 
before a grant is offered. The application 
of a more rigorous test to buildings on 
the * borderiine, particularly to the large 
type of country mansion, which is not of 
the first importance architecturally, and 
which is frequently expensive to repair 
and maintain. A building of this nature 
is, in the main, a * white elephant,’ since 
it is mostly unsuitable for occupation in 
present-day conditions. 

The council explained that in view of 
the time lag between the acceptance of a 
grant and its payment, recommendations 
should not exceed the probable provision 
for expenditure two or three years hence 


The council has continued its policy of 


not providing grants for unoccupied 


houses, because of the obvious danger 
that they might quickly deteriorate again. 
[he Committee on Uses for Historic 
Buildings will continue to guide the work 
of the Historic Buildings Bureau in finding 
new uses for unoccupied buildings, 
especially those of outstanding interest. 
The council hope that owners of these 
buildings will not be deterred from apply- 
ing for help at the earliest possible stage. 

In their report the Historic Buildings 
Council for Wales said that the total value 
of aid accepted during 1958 was £36,675. 
Although this amount was higher than the 
figure for 1957, the number of applica- 
tions were smaller. The report is pub- 
lished by HMSO, price 6d. 

Wales is not rich in historic buildings 
and it seems that the work of the council 
has passed its peak. 


Further List of Grants 


HE Minister of Works has announced 

another 39 grants towards the preserva 
tion of historic buildings in England, Wales 
and Scotland. 

These grants are authorised under an Act 
of Parliament of 1953 which set up Historic 
Buildings Councils in the three countries to 
make recommendations to the Minister

ITUATED on a hill overlooking the suburbs of 
Sheffield, this church is designed to seat 250 people at an 
estimated cost of £23,500. 


It is conceived simply, with two side walls of brick, end 
walls of glass and a floating barrel-vaulted roof. A covered 
way connects a free-standing bell tower to the church and 
forms an entrance court. A canopy over the entrance 
passes through the glass screen and widens out to form the 
choir gallery in the nave 

A simple construction has been achieved with two 
continuous deep strip foundations supporting the 24 in. 
thick side walls and a 4 in. site slab covered with screed and 
pve tiles. The end walls and clerestory are double-glazed 
in cedar subframes and the roof consists of a lattice shell 
of scaffold tubes on the diaframe principle, exposed in- 
ternally and clad externally with boards and copper. There 
are three bow strings to prevent spread and a horizontal 
wind brace at each gable. 

All the joinery, furnishing and pews were designed by 
the architect and made by the general contractor

Sir Thomas Bennett's Progress Report 


HE ‘virtual completion’ of the 
original task of the Crawley Develop 
ment Corporation was reported by SIR 
THOMAS BENNETT, KBE, FRIBA, the 
chairman, when he addressed the annual 
meeting of the Corporation on April 18. 
Following are extracts from his remarks: 

In 1947, the Crawley Development Cor 
poration was appointed to develop a town 
then numbering 9,500 people to a town 
which would accommodate 50,000 people; 
the assessment of the population in 
March, 1959, is estimated to be 49,500. 
The original task of the Corporation is 
therefore virtually complete It was 
estimated to take I5 years. With over 
50,000 people in residence in 1960, it will 
have taken 13 years. 

The town was planned in 1947, to 
achieve a number of objectives. It is pos- 
sible now to decide whether these objec- 
tives were based on good planning and 
good judgment and whether they have 
been achieved. 

The principle adopted was to accept the 
old Crawley town as a highly valuable 
link with tradition and an excellent basis 
for the development of the new town 
centre, to build the town around this basic 
construction. The Corporation feel that 
the acceptance of the importance of 
Crawley High-street and its shops, * The 
George, the open spaces and trees and 
greens, has been of the greatest possible 
value during the growth of the town and 
will be a feature of the town centre in 
future years. In many ways, incorporat-

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ing an old town centre successfully 
requires more work and greater skill than 
ignoring it and building a separate centre. 

The next principle was to build houses 
close to the town centre and to place the 
remaining neighbourhoods in a roughly 
radial position so that access from all of 
them involved travel over a short distance 
and was made easy by radia! main roads 
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First stage of Crawley Technical College, Town Centre. 
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or avenues. The farthest house from the 
town centre is approximately 1} miles. 
The plan arrangement has created a com- 
pact town 

Position of Industry—The industrial 
area stretches across the northern part of 
the town and is visible from a number of 
points including the A.23 and other 
thoroughfares. It was once seriously con- 
sidered impossible to develop land east of 
the railway because of floods, and the 
industrial area was suggested as an area 
to the east of the London/ Brighton rail- 
vay.

New plan for 
future building. 
At this stage it is 
desirable to con- 
sider the future of 
the town. For this 
purpose, the Cor- 
poration arranged 
with the Ministry 
for Mr. Minoprio, 
author of the origi- 
nal Master Plan, to 
prepare a_ further 
plan which wouid 
indicate the pos- 
sible future 
development of the 
unbuilt portions of 
the designated area. 
This plan was com- 
pleted and sent to 
the West Sussex 
County Council for 
discussion in May, 
1958. 

Figures were pre 
pared which 
showed that the 
population might 
rise to 56,000 by 
the end of 1960 and 
reach _ 63,900 
mainly by natural 
growth by 1970. 
The possible ulti- 
mate population’ is 
expected to be 
70,000 by 1980. 

The West Sussex 
County Counc! 
have not yet given 
their views on this 
development and 
are considering pre- 
paring a plan of 
their own, The 
Corporation feel 
that there is a very great urgency to have 
this plan under discussion, to decide on

principles of development for the future, 


since it is their general experience of 
development that a gap of two years Is 
unavoidable between the settlement of the 
outline plan and the occupation of the 
houses or buildings for which the plan 
provides. 

It would appear undesirable to plan 
for more than a minimum of further 
immigration from the London area. If 
this decision be correct it will have a sub- 
stantial bearing on the character and 
type of development which must provide 
for the ensuring growth of the popuia- 
tion.

Manufacture can be grouped under seven 
trade headings. Hitherto incoming indus- 
trialists have been selected on a schedule 
giving a high percentage of skilled male 
technical and administrative employ- 
ment. One or two of the factories now 
being recruited employ primarily women 
and juvenile labour. The Corporation 
considers such factories necessary for the 
present Stage of growth of the popuia- 
tion. Of this production space approxi- 
mately 1,630,000 sq. ft. is in 35 factories 
which have been built by the industrialists 
themselves on ground lease. 

The factories cover 182 acres of land, 
a further 100 acres are developed ready 
for building, and a further 100 acres in 
reserve make 382 acres in all

Two Talks to Scottish Rotary Clubs 


| & talks which he gave to the Rotary 
Clubs of Glasgow and Edinburgh last 
week, Mr. IAN M. Leswie, OBE, Editor of 
The Builder, stressed the part which the 
building owner could play in carrying 
through a successful building contract. 
* Do remember,’ he said, ‘in any building 
operation you may be concerned with, 
that you are part of the building team; 
do trust your architect; give him a clear 
brief on what is wanted and refrain from 
‘making radical changes after the work- 
ing drawings are completed; don’t expect 
to get more for your money than a fair 
return; and give the builder reasonable 
time to organise the contract. If you can 
follow this advice and also remember that 
it is the final cost of a building that 
matters, not the tender price, you will be 
making your Own very great contribution 
to the efficiency of building.’ 

In his talk on ‘ Building in the Next 
Ten Years,’ given to the Glasgow Club on 
May 12, Mr. Leslie suggested that it was 
the small or medium-size builder who was 
in danger in the immediate future. ‘He 
mostiy depends for his work on contract 
building where the job usually goes to 
the lowest tenderer irrespective of ability 
or merit; this means he seldom makes 
enough profit to keep himself up to date 
with plant and equipment. Yet this kind 
of. builder is indeed the backbone of the 
industry and somehow or other he must 
be helped in his fight for survival.’ He 
could not do the job by himself for the 
contract builder was efficient only in so 
far as the other partners in the building 
team were efficient. 

Builders, however, should try to change 
public attitude to their craft and secure a 
change in the open tendering system to 
one or other of well-tried alternatives, 
most of which depended on the builder 
winning something akin to professional 
status. Some form of restriction of entry 
by unqualified firms into the contract rield 
must surely come, the speaker added. 


Changes in Next Decade 


Changes which he expected to see come 
about in the next decade (said Mr. Leslie) 
included: 

(1) A tendency towards more large and 
well-equipped firms and possibly a deve- 
lopment of the ‘ package’ system, though 
there were such weaknesses in that system 
that he did not think it would take a per- 
manent place in the industry; 

(2) Fewer but larger and certainly more 
efficient firms of medium-sized builders; 
fewer but more practically trained archi- 
tects; and some diminution of the number 
of operatives engaged in building, but 
those operatives having a working know- 
ledge of several allied crafts, producing 
more by the use of mechanised plant and, 
as a result, being paid a higher rate. 

(3) A national building code in Eng- 
land and Wales as well as in Scotland. 

(4) Developments in the direction of 
selective tendering so that clients as well 
as professional advisers should benefit by 
the builder’s advice at planning stage. 

(5) An increase in building wages and 


in the sum total of professional fees 
accompanied by an overall drop in the 
cost of building. We had noi yei begun 
to tap the benefits of partnership-build- 
ing or of applied building research. 

‘The industry,’ concluded Mr. Leslie, 
‘is now awaking from a Rip Van Winkle 
sleep in which it has very largely allowed 
events to overtake it, and is vigorously 
tuning itself to meet new demands.’ 

A vote of thanks was proposed by Mr. 
W. Ems.ie. The President, Mr. ALLAN 
STEPHEN (Director of The Glasgow 
Herald) was in the chair. 


‘Architecture in the Next Decade’ 

‘It 1s TIME we forgot Shaw’s jibe 
“ Artists are born, not paid” and realised 
that good design is more than mere 
aesthetics; it is a good investment,’ Mr. 
Les.ieé told the Edinburgh Rotary Club 
on May 14. There were, he said, pockets 
of resistance still in Scotland where the 
value of using the knowledge of the 
highly trained designer in preserving and 
developing the unique character of Scot- 
land’s towns and landscape was not 
recognised, and he would ask Edinburgh 
Rotarians to bring their influence to bear 
wherever they could. 

Architects, said the speaker, had had 
a difficult time since the war when 
enormous demands had been made on 
them for buildings of all kinds, and at a 
time when new and substituting tech- 
niques were flooding on the market and 
there was a largely unskilled labour force 
to carry work out. ‘ Yet the architect 
cannot be altogether excused,’ Mr. Leslie 
said. ‘The profession as a whole has 
been slow to adapt itself to new trends, 
and slower still to revise its scheme of 
architectural training of students, now 
for the most part based on full-time study 
in which links with the practical side of 
building are all too few.’ Another omis- 
sion was any overall provision for post- 
graduate study and research, which was 
highly necessary if an architectural 
aesthetic based on sound building was to 
develop. 

Nevertheless the architectural profes- 
siOn was rising in importance, and the 
contribution it could make to the com- 
munity was being more and more recog- 
nised. Architects, for instance, were 
increasingly being brought into. the 
biggest industrial schemes at the begin- 
ning, two examples being the great Kin- 
cardine power station, and the ICI 
storage plant at Leith; the appointment 
of an advisory panel for Princes-street 
was also encouraging: ‘Others besides 
the canine population of Edinburgh are 
now taking an interest in your lamp- 
posts,” commented the speaker. 

“Six things,’ said Mr, Leslie, ‘ which | 
hope to see in Scotland in the next ien 
years are: 


*(1) More factory work done by archi- 
tects. Is there not a big field in the rapidly 
developing Grangemouth? 

*(2) Full recognition of the architect 
in the conception of Power Stations of 
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all kinds, including hydro-electric schemes 
in the Highlands. The old idea prevalent 
in the ‘twenties of architects adding bits 
of ornament is laughed at by the present 
generation of architects. The architect 
should be allowed to help in the orderly 
and functional arrangement of the plant 
and buildings. 

*(3) More architects should be used by 
speculative house builders. The Corpora- 
tion housing scheme at Inch in Edin- 
burgh is an example of what the architect 
can do, not only in the design of indi 
vidual houses and the intelligent use of 
colour, but, supremely, in the layout of 
the site to make the fullest use of con- 
tours, 

“(4) Progressive ideas in University 
architecture. There is much interesting 
work already started at Aberdeen, St. 
Andrew’s and in Edinburgh. Universities 
ought to be forward-looking clients, and 
I believe that Edinburgh fills that role. | 
think it unlikely that the University will 
feel it necessary to send, as Oxford has 
done, for a Danish architect. 

*(5) Conservation of the world-famous 
character and charm of the Georgian New 
Town of Edinburgh. There are few cities 
in Europe that would not seize the chance 
to preserve in every detail this immense 
tourist attraction—to say nothing of iis 
attraction for the inhabitants and poten- 
tial inhabitants from the south of Eng- 
land. 

*(6) A great era in the rebuilding of 
Glasgow. The scale of Glasgow’s required 
re-development is gigantic—as I have 
recently seen—and there seem to me to be 
unlimited opportunities for architects 
there.’ 

The President of the Club, Mr. James 
Mackenzie, was in the chair. A vote of 
thanks was proposed by Mr. Arthur 
Thompson.

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MANCHESTER BUILDING FORUM 


Symposium One: ‘Towards Management’ 


From a Correspondent 


PEAKING at the Symposium 
‘Towards Management,’ organised 
by the Manchester Building Forum at 
Buxton from May | to 3, Mr. Perer E. 
Trencu, OBE, director of the National 
Federation of Building Trades Employers, 
defined the building industry as consisting 
of four main groups: the professional 
and design group consisting of architects, 
engineers, quantity surveyors and con- 
sultants; the commercial group of manu- 
facturers, producers, distributors and 
stockists of materials; the industrial 
group of builders, sub-contractors, 
specialists and operatives; and the service 
group for research and matters educa- 
tional and governmental. 

‘Together these groups form the building 
industry,’ said Mr. Trench, ‘and it is the 
co-ordination of the individual members of 
these groups which produces the successful 
building—one which looks well, functions 
well, costs the right price and which is built 
well. This then is what I mean when I 
refer to the “ building industry.” 

‘The cost of building has a direct bearing 
on the cost of exports, Mr. Trench con- 
tinued. ‘The cost of producing our fixed 
assets is of vital importance for this cost is 
reflected in the price of goods produced and, 
therefore, their competitive selling power 
abroad. This cost is also reflected at home 
as measured by interest, rent and deprecia- 
tion. 


Increasing Productivity 


‘Our constant aim must, therefore, be to 
increase our productivity for only in this 
way can we sell more and raise our standard 
of living. If in the building industry we can 
increase our productivity by five per cent 
we can save £100m., or alternatively build 
£100m. worth of building more than we have 
at present with the same resources. Since 
the war agriculture has increased its produc- 
tivity by 50 per cent, building by less than 
20 per cent. 

* This increase in productivity is not merely 
a question of making the building operative 
work harder, but lies in the hands of all the 
groups outlined above, for the greatest in- 
crease in productivity can be brought about 
by an increase in managerial efficiency and 
the best possible use of plant, man-power, 
materials and land. This is the concern and 
responsibility of all of us.’ 

After outlining the development of the 
industry since 1900, Mr. Trench went on: 
* The building owners over the last 50 years 
have been increasingly interested in time and 
cost and the efficiency rather than the 
appearance of ‘buildings erected on their 
behalf. The need for economy has been 
paramount, 

* Of the future, despite apparent practical 
disadvantages of having the state as a large 
owner of buildings, and of a policy of full 
employment in an age when employers and 
employed have, to some extent, failed to find 
a formula for rapidly increasing productivity 
such a policy has for the building industry 
certain very considerable advantages. In 
good times there can be no question of a 


falling demand for our products, and in 
times of recession it is now possible, and 
highly probable, that the Government of the 
day will, artificially if meed be, stimulate 
demand for our products. This is not new 
During the °30s building showed it could 
absorb large numbers of unemployed. The 
number of insured employed in building rose 
by over 200,000 (25 per cent) between 1930 
and 1939, and this expansion was un- 
doubtedly a major contribution to our 
recovery from the slump of the early °30s. 

“We would be foolish, however, to be 
complacent and we would be shirking our 
responsibility to the people of this country 
if we were ever to take advantage of ou 
privileged and somewhat sheltered economic 
position.’ 

Mr. R. M. McNauGut, FRIBA, president 
of the Manchester Society of Architects, had 
opened the proceedings on May 1, 
welcoming some 69 members drawn from 
the Manchester, Salford and District Build- 
ing Trades Employers’ Association, the 
Manchester Society of Architects and the 
Lancashire and Cheshire Chartered Quantity 
Surveyors of the Royal Institution of 
Chartered Surveyors; the three organisations 
which have jointly formed the Manchester 
Building Forum. 

The Forum was defined by Mr. Haypn W. 
SMiTH, FRIBA, a member of the organising 
committee, as a non-political, non-executive 
organisation which made it possible for all 
sides of the ‘building industry to examine 
and discuss jointly mutual problems in the 
management of building projects. 

This first residential week-end meeting, 
Symposium One: ‘Towards Management,’ 
was concerned with current problems in the 
management of building projects. It was 
limited to jobs having a contract value up to 
approximately £100,000. These problems 
were discussed from the point of view of the 
architect by Mr. J. M. Austin-Smith, FRIBA 
and Mr. Eric S. Benson, FRIBA, the point 
of view of the builder by Mr. R. O. Gerrard 
and of the quantity surveyor by Mr. R. G. 
Davis, FRICS. 

Each speaker concerned himself with prob 
lems within his own experience, outlining 
some of the difficulties of management, both 
of his own and other people’s making 


Firm Price Tendering 


The Minister of Works, Mr. HuGH Moi 
SON, MP, addressing the Forum on May 
2, said: ‘I am fortunate in speaking to 
you just before you hear a paper on pre 
tender and contract procedures. It is to this 
stage of the best pre-war procedure that the 
Government has been trying ever since April, 
1957, to get back. We have reintroduced 
firm price tendering for practically all jobs 
which can be completed in two years and 
which are fully planned in advance. 

*l am sure many of you will say that you 
seldom find a building owner who really 
knows what he wants and does not change 
his mind. It is part of the architect's job 
admittedly a difficult part—to convince the 
building owner that the whole building must 
be planned in advance. I think I can give 
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an assurance that in the Ministry of Works 
where our building programme is approxi- 
mately £50 million a year we do that. I am 
most anxious that all other building owners, 
including local authorities, should also have 
their work fully planned with complete draw- 
ings and specifications before a firm price 
tender is asked for. 

“When I announced that so far as the 
Government was concerned we were going 
to insist on firm price tendering, I said that 
this could only be fairly expected of contrac- 
tors if they knew in advance exactly what 
they were asked to do, if their tender was 
promptly accepted and if there were very few 
changes after the tender had been accepted.’

BOGNOR REGIS 
REDEVELOPMENT 
Ambitious Plans Submitted 


yg plans for the redevelopment of Bognor 

Regis come to fruition, this West Sussex 
resort should become one of the country’s 
foremost seaside towns, writes a correspon- 
dent. 

Mr. Jack Godfrey-Gilbert, ARIBA, con- 
sultant architect to Bognor Urban Council 
for the redevelopment of the seafront, has 
submitted his report, with sketches, to the 
Council. His suggestion is that along a 
quarter of a mile of the esplanade five blocks 
of 15-storey flats could be built, each with 
its own restaurant, underground garages, tea 
terraces, and other amenities. In between, 
there would be wide with terraces 
and gardens, Main traffic would be kept out 
of the esplanade, only slow-moving traffic 
being allowed. 

The sites would be made available by the 
Council to private developers, in which way 
the local authority would make huge gains 
from rates 

The draft lease for Butlin’s £24m. holiday 
camp close to the beach is now with Mr. 
Billy Butlin. A 15-storey block of flats is 
about to be started at Fitzleet, a few hun- 
dred yards from the beach, surrounded by 
new department store, a 
petrol-filling station, and a supermarket. An 
estate with houses, flats, and bungalows is 
planned for Felpham just along the coast. 
A concert hall, a winter garden, a_ civic 
centre, and new hotels are proposed. 

Mr. J. C. Earve, chairman of the Bognor 
Urban Council, is of the opinion that much 
of the extensive development is likely to 
come to fruition rapidly ‘The money is 
waiting to come into the town, and people 
want to come to Bognor,’ he says. He ex- 
pects a noticeable advance within the next 
two years.

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HOSPITAL PLANNING FROM A MEDICAL 
VIEWPOINT 


Paper to the Royat Society of Health 


At the 66th Health Congress, held .by 
the Royal Society of Health in 
Harrogate from April 27 to May 1, a 
paper by Dr. J. O. F. Davies, dealing 
with hospital planning in relation to 
present trends in medicine, was brought 
forward for discussion. 

Dr. Davies began by pointing out that 
expansion in the building programme has 
not been equal to the increased demand 
for hospital treatment since the Health 
Service was introduced. This had, to a 
certain extent, been counterbalanced by 
the policy of improving the quality of the 
medical, nursing and ancillary staffs as 
well as the increase in the number of 
specialists available to speed up the 
admission and discharge of patients. He 
continued : 

Much remains to be done to meet the 
needs of the community, but there is a 
very real danger that if changes in 
medicine continue at the pace of the past 
seven years, the buildings to be erected 
may well be out of date before they are 
occupied. This problem can only be 
reconciled by flexible planning so that 
buildings can easily be adapted to the 
constantly changing needs. The difficulty 
of forecasting trends in medicine—there 
is no accurate knowledge of the incidence 
of disease save for notifiable conditions— 
adds considerably to the problem. 

Provision will have to be made to meet 
the demands of many new developments in 
the treatment and rehabilitation of patients. 
Physical medicine (somatic and psychiatry); 
advances in pathology and radiology lead 
in turn to a greater degree of specialisation 
and the need for complex and expensive 
equipment. The increasing use of powerful 
drugs calls for careful clinical and laboratory 
control necessitating the provision of build- 
ings large enough to accommodate staff 
engaged in this work. Highly specialised 
equipment will need to be located in major 
centres and will probably involve the pro- 
vision of hostels to save patients travelling 
for treatment. The dangers of cross infection 
will also have to be studied with a view to 
developing new techniques about isolation 
hospitals. The demand for places in chil- 
dren’s hospitals is to a large extent seasonal 
and consideration should be given to a 
system whereby the accommodation can be 
used for the treatment of other types of 
patient 


Another matter for consideration is the 
day hospital concept involving the attendance 
of patients for treatment during the day, 
returning home in the evenings and during 
the week-ends. 


Therapeutic Communities 


The provisions of the new Mental Health 
Bill present one of the major problems of 
our time. The new situation in which the 
Menta! Hospital is regarded as a therapeutic 
community will necessitate the modification 
of existing buildings to meet the new require- 
ments. More and more is it recognised that 
psychiatric patients need to be dealt with in 


small groups and provided with activities 
suitable to their ability. 


Planning in the Light of Trends 


On this aspect of the problems Dr. Davies 
said: There are those who say that hospitals 
should be planned on the outside of cities 
and towns, as distances will mean nothing 
when everybody has a car. Whether the 
whole population of this country will in due 
course (possess cars is something on which | 
am unable to comment. On the whole, | 
think that there is much to be said for locat- 
ing hospitals in the midst of the communities 
which they serve, but I agree that this 
involves making special provisions for car 
parking, possibly in tiers. 

One of the main conclusions reached in 
Oxford when the subject of planning was 
being studied a short time ago, was that 
there will be no need for a large increase in 
the total number of beds, although many of 
those at present in use will require regroup- 
ing or replacement. It was also the view that 
no provision should be made for separate 
hospitals for specific use, save perhaps for 
smallpox, and that where possible all 
departments, including chronic sick, should 
be grouped together on the same site. 
There are ideas about bringing all patients 
needing mental hospital care on to the same 
site as the so-called general hospital. 

Among the many advantages in having 
departments grouped together, not the least 
is easier staffing of the chronic sick wards. 
The techniques of diagnosis are increasingly 
time-consuming and complicated, so that 
services like radiology, radiotherapy, patho- 
logy and physiotherapy should be centralised, 
allowing skilled ancillary personnel and cost- 
ly equipment to be conserved and used to 
maximum advantage. There is little future 
for cottage hospitals, save in exceptional 
cases, 


Flexibility the Keynote 


The clinician, when approached on the 
subject of hospital planning, always asks for 
flexibility and even requests that walls should 
be movable. This is another way of saying 
that medicine is constantly changing and that 
it is impossible to forecast accurately what 
the changes will be. There are, however, 
many factors which can be taken into 
account, one of them being the need to make 
nursing easier. Wards should be planned so 
as to be usable for varying purposes and, in 
non-teaching hospitals at any rate, should 
not be tailor-made to suit the immediate 
requirements of any particular department. 

Ward arrangements should be such as 
to cater for patients with differing nursing 
needs, easy to work and allowing the maxi- 
mum of skilled nursing care to be readily 
devoted to those who most need it. This 
involves patients who are severely ill being 
more easily observable and accessible. At 
the other end of the scale, patients recovering 
should be allowed to fend for themselves to 
an increasing extent and arrangements should 
be such that those who are able to do so 
should eat in a dining or day room, con- 
venient of access to the place from which the 
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food is served, perhaps collecting their own 
meals by a cafeteria system. 

There are various applications of this 
policy in different acute units and it is to 
be hoped that these ideas may be borne in 
mind in new building or in adaptations to 
existing hospitals. It is to be hoped too 
that in future construction arrangements will 
be made for more patients of one sex than 
another to be dealt with as occasion demands 
Architects could without much difficulty 
make arrangements for beds so to be 
arranged that they might be used by groups 
of male or female patients dependent on 
current demand. 

The provision of a convalescent ward to 
which patients could be discharged a few 
days before leaving hospital is likely io 
enable them to return home earlier than if 
they were sent to a convalescent unit distant 
from the parent hospital. Not the least of 
its advantages is that it is not allocated ‘o 
any particular specialist and can on occasion 
be put at the disposal of hard-pressed depart- 
ments for short periods. Complete replanning 
of the wards of some of our older hospitals 
may be impracticable, but effect might be 
given to the different nursing needs of 
patients by providing a convalescent ward. 


The Problem of Cross-infection 


One of the demands of the day—and a 
reasonable demand—is for a degree of 
privacy. Some is provided by. the use of 
curtains, but unless easily cleaned they may 
contribute to the problem of cross-infection 
Most ward designs do now provide for a 
number of single rooms, required for a 
variety of reasons, of which privacy is only 
one The recent report on * Staphylococcal 
Infections in Hospitals’ makes it clear that 
arrangements must be made for the isolation 
of patients. This involves the provision of 
single rooms, with separate sanitary facilities, 
and these should be provided for not less 
than 20 per cent of the total number of beds 
in the ward. Other recommendations of this 
report which have an influence on hospital 
planning and construction, both of which 
diminish the hazards of air contamination, 
are treatment rooms with controlled ventila- 
tion and a return to more generous bed- 
spacing. 

Operating theatres must be designed with 
controlled ventilation. It is desirable, except 
in special instances, that theatres should be 
grouped so that each may be served from a 
central sterilisation department located near- 
by. Such a départment is better able to 
ensure sterility, allows of standard nursing 
packs, and diminishes the expenditure of 
nursing time and energy on sterilisation and 
local preparation, which at present occurs 
throughout the hospital. Adjoining the 
operating theatre should be recovery rooms, 
in which patients remain for varying periods 
of time, with the surgeon and anesthetist 
close at hand. The post-operative recovery 
room requires equipment and nursing tech- 
niques of a high order. 

The new look which is to be given to the 
mental hospital service will mean that new 
buildings are badly needed. As has already 
been indicated, patients should be dealt with 
in small groups; buildings should, therefore, 
be designed primarily to cater for small 
numbers of patients, who can be adequately 
nursed as a group and provided with activi- 
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ties suitable to their capacity, regardless of 
the clinical condition from which they may 
be suffering. The hospital should consist of 
groups of these small units, but the total 
number of beds should be relatively small, 
say 300 to 500, and the hospitals of 1,000 to 
3,000 beds regarded as an anachronism and 
a thing of the past. 

The admission of a patient to a hospital] 
is a disturbing event in his life, much more 
so than attendance at an out-patient depart- 
ment. Therefore the more investigation and 
treatment that he can undertake as an out- 
patient, the better. Out-patient departments 
should thus be developed to the full, with 
provision of adequate treatment rooms, 
minor operating facilities, and rest rooms 
where patients may recover sufficiently to be 
transported home later in the day by ambu- 
lance. Much can be achieved in making 
out-patient departments friendly and human 
places by adequate reception arrangements, 
the provision of smaller waiting spaces close 
to the consultant rooms and the avoiuance 
of mammoth waiting halls. The arrange- 
ments should be such that the consultations 
take place in privacy and the patient does 
not feel hurried. 

With some exceptions, out-patient depart- 
ments should be usable by a variety of 
specialists, few of which need tailor-made 
consulting rooms. No less is the need for 
out-patient provision for the mentally ill 
patient. The more facilities patients have 
for receiving treatment from a psychiatrist 
before admission to hospital, the better. An 


extension of the out-patient concept is the 
day hospital, where the patient receives the 
therapeutic facilities available to the hospital 


without becoming an in-patient. 


The casualty department deserves the best 
that can be provided, both in staffing and 
structure. This is the one department of the 
hospital to which patients gain access with- 
out passing through any other doctor’s hands 
first. Casualty patients need privacy at least 
as much as any other patients, and there 
should be side-rooms off a main working 
area where patients can be kept under obser- 
vation, receive treatment and be provided 
with the opportunity for rest after treatment.

EVERYDAY THINGS

LXXXI.—Saturday Morning Off 


Cy upon a time everyone used to 
work on Saturday mornings; they 
also used to work up to the very last 
minute on Christmas Eve and come back 
to work at the crack of dawn on the day 
after Boxing Day. But all this has 
changed; perhaps for the better, perhaps 
not. Only the few now work on Satur- 
day mornings, whilst Christmas and other 
national festivals have developed a fore- 
and-aft stretch which tends to increase in 
elasticity each year. 

London was, I think, responsible for 
the lead in giving up Saturday morning 
work, perhaps on account of the frustra- 
tions of travel. The government depart- 
ments clung on to their Saturday 
mornings long after other offices had 
abandoned them, but now even they have 
given in. The building trade has always 
worked on Saturday morning, as on 
Good Friday, and Easter used to be con- 
sidered the painters’ paradise for it gave 
him work for the longest break of the 
year in offices. This was the great time 
for spring cleaning. 

I notice nowadays in our weekly report 
sheets from sites a general tailing-off in 
the numbers of men to be found on the 
job in the Saturday morning column, but 
I think again this is probably most applic- 
able to London and that the provinces 
have not yet followed suit. The shops 
in London appear to be busier than ever 





on this morning of the week, so perhaps 
my idea of the frustration of travel as a 
reason for no work on Saturday morning 
hardly holds good after all. 

I find myself wondering what all the 
people who used to work on Saturday 
mornings now do with the free time they 
have gained. There is surely scope here 
for a social survey on the lines of: Do 
you (1) do the washing up? (2) take the 
children for a walk? (3) do the shopping? 
(4) take the washing to the launderette? 
(5) take a long lie-in? (6) wish you were 
at work? 

We take it for granted that whatever 
the privileges of office-workers, those who 
serve shall work on all days of the week; 
so the milkman, the postman, the bus 
driver, the newspaper vendor, and the 
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legion of others of their kind, cannot 
hope for this tidy life of five days on and 
two days off. We must hope they have 
other compensations. 

Whilst the motions of building opera- 
tions are still maintained on Saturday 
morning, I am not sure how much work 
is actually done. What I do know is that 
the architect is not a very welcome guest 
on his building sites on that day. I think 
it is perhaps the time for getting ready 
to start a new week on Monday—as 
indeed it used to be in offices. I would 
like to think that the shovels are cleaned, 
the mixers scoured out, the machinery 
oiled and the scaffolding loaded for a 
clean start on Monday. 

When it comes—as come it must from 
present trends—that building work no 
longer goes on at all on Saturdays, will 
time be taken off on Fridays for the pre- 
parations which seemed to belong so 
appropriately to the odd half-day of the 
working week?

SETTLEMENT OF HOUSE 
FOUNDATIONS : DAMAGES AGAINST 
BUILDER UPHELD ON APPEAL 


Court of Appeal, Before Lords Justices 
Hodson, Romer and Pearce 


Crawley v. Ridge 


N award of £1,155 damages to Dr. 

Robert B. L. Ridge, of 27 Bycullah- 
road, Enfield, against Mr. Henry Crawley, a 
builder, of The Ridgeway, North Chingford, 
in respect of misrepresentation on the sale 
of a house was upheld by the Court of 
Appeal on May 13 

Mr. H. G. Garvanp, for Mr. Crawley, 
said that in November, 1954, Dr. Ridge 
bought the house for £4,625. Mr. Justice 
Donovan, who found that Mr. Crawley knew 
that cracks in the house indicated settlement 
of the foundations, awarded Dr. Ridge £955, 
the cost of underpinning, and £200 in respect 
of inconvenience for eight weeks while ‘he 
work was done. 

Mr. Garland submitted that there was no 
evidence of any misrepresentation by Mr. 
Crawley. 

Mr. L. G. ScarRMAN, QC, for Dr. Ridge, 
contended that there was concealment by Mr. 
Crawley of material defects in the house. 

Lorp Justice Hopson, giving judgment, 
said that the judge found that the house was. 
unsafe, as it was built on clay and had sub- 
sided over the years. Dr. Ridge’s case was 
that he was induced to buy the house by 
Mr. Crawley’s fraud. 

The judge found that in 1951 Mr. Crawley 
filled up cracks in the house and made it 
look superficially good. In 1955 Dr. Ridge 
saw a crack and called in an architect, who 
concluded that there had been a settlement 
of the foundations. A crack in a bedroom 
had been papered over. 

There was evidence, on which the judge 
was entitled to act, that Mr. Crawley’s 
fraudulent statements and his conduct estab- 
lished a false representation which influ- 
enced Dr. Ridge to buy the house. 

Lorps Justices ROMER and PEARCE 
agreed, and the appeal was dismissed with 
costs.

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IN PARLIAMENT

INDUSTRY AND DEVELOPMENT 
AREAS 

M® JOHN RODGERS, Parliamentary 
4¥l Secretary to the Board of Trade, 
staunchly defended the Government's 
policy in development areas when on May 
14 MPs debated an Opposition motion, sub- 
sequently defeated, calling on the Govern- 
ment to use far more vigorously the powers 
under the Distribution of Industry Acts to 
bring new industry and employment to 
development areas. 

Moving the resolution, Mr. LLEWELYN 
WILLIAMS said the Opposition could not 
iccept that the Government had succeeded 
in steering industrial development away 
from the congested areas. The Government 
had most certainly not succeeded in solving 
the high incidence of unemployment in 
development There were signs of 
improvement but so much more needed to 
be done. Why could not more use be made 
of the power to make grants or loans with 
Ireasury consent towards the cost of 
important basic services such as_ water 
supplies, sewerage schemes, heating and 
roads? The Government had failed 
miserably to carry out the provisions which 
gave the Board of Trade powers to acquire 
development land and derelict areas, either 
compulsorily or by agreement, to provide 
industrial sites and open spaces. 

Mr. RoGers claimed that in the last few 
months the Government had done much to 
e-inflate the economy and to create a 
general background of further employment 
which could make the steering of industry 
than it had been. The policies the 
Government had been pursuing proved they 
were the guardians and not the assassins of 
full employment. 

There were 28 empty factories in develop 
ment These had been built with tax 
payers’ money and the Government believed 
it was prudent to provide further new 
premises only where long-term occupation 
could be ensured. On an experimental basis 
three advance factories were being built and 
the value of further speculative building 
would be judged in the light of this experi- 
ment. 

New factories or expansions under con- 
struction or approved in development areas 
amounted to an aggregate of 3,500,000 sq. ft. 
at a cost of £10m. The potential new employ- 
ment from these would be by the end of 
this year 6,000 jobs, rising to 11,000 by the 
end of 1960, and to 17,000 by the end of 
1965. 

The importance of taking steps to bring 
employment to development areas was fully 
recognised. Under the Datac scheme about 
160 applications for assistance had been 
received from England, 80 from Scotland 
and 40 from Wales. Scotland had had the 
highest proportion of approvals and England 
the lowest although the latter had the lowest 
number. 

The Government were quite prepared to 
refuse industrial certificates in appropriate 
cases. Since last July they had refused certi- 
ficates amounting to over three million 
square feet. They were doing all they could 
to find a way of restoring the balance

between sections of the community that were 
almost over-prosperous and sections which 
were becoming under-privileged. 

Mr. DouG tas Jay said there ought to have 
been a great shift in the percentage of 
national factory building going to London 
and the development areas, but on the 
figures for the first three months of 1959 
compared with the same three months of 
last year, there had not been an effective 
change. It was a little disturbing. 


Housing Ministry's Policy 


Mr. HENRY BROOKE, Minister of Housing 
and Local Government, said he and his pre- 
decessors had been acting with planning 
powers. In 1955, Mr. Sandys approved the 
Lendon development plan, but in doing so 
withdrew 380 acres which the LCC desired 
to allocate for industrial and commercial pre- 
mises and said they must be re-zoned for 
residential purposes. The same had hap- 
pened in Middlesex. Since 1938 about one 
million people had gone out of the ove; 
loaded county of London and something like 
200,000 factory jobs had moved out of Lon 
don. 

Around each of the great cities green belt 
plans restrained industrial development. 
However prosperous a city, it was not per 
mitted that industries should sprawl out and 
out holding more and more people into ‘he 
nucleus. Permission to use 592 acres for 
industry on the Warwickshire side of 
Birmingham was refused between 1950 and 
1957 and on the Staffordshire side 367 acres 
were withdrawn from industrial use. All this 
had the Government's support. 

It was the Government's desire to maxe

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great cities, many of whom could not pos 
sibly rehouse all their people within theirs 
own boundaries. Smaller towns had been 
wise in realising they might be able to 
revitalise their own lives. Thetford had 
recognised its best chance was to try and 
bring workers and industry from a great 
city. He greatly hoped, judging from the 
atmosphere in the relations between London 
and Thetford, that there and at many other 
places it would be a success. 


INVESTMENT ALLOWANCES 


EFORE they adjourned on May 15 for 

the Whitsun recess, which lasts until 
June 2, MPs spent three days last week on 
the committee stage of the Finance Bill 
which implements the Budget proposals. An 
Opposition amendment to the clause deal 
ing with the restoration of investment 
allowances and the additional grant of initial 
allowances in certain cases was defeated by) 
213 votes to 170. The proposals were pub 
lished in The Builder of April 10. 

Mr. J. DIAMUND moved an amendment the 
purpose of which, he said, was to increase 
the attraction of the Chancellor's proposals 
and make it ‘a worth-while attraction.” The 
inducement the Chancellor was offering was 
remote, as well as negligible. Investment 
allowances and initial allowances were now 
to be a littke more than they were. There 
was now to be a little attraction to those 
responsible for running businesses which 
involved plant, owning industrial buildings 
and running mines 

The amendment, he claimed, would give 
them the necessary encouragement to do 
what the Chancellor wanted and what they 
all wanted—to bring into immediate con 
sideration the plans for modernisation which 
they otherwise would not have brought into 
consideration until much later. 

Mr. Heatucoat Amory, Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, said he acknowledged that the 
right amount of encouragement to give was 
essentially a matter of judgment. It was 
estimated that the cost of his proposals 
would be nothing this year, £94m. in 1960-41 
and about £15m. in 1961-62. The increases 
proposed in the amendment would cost 
nothing this year, £13m. in 1960-61 and 
£23m. in 1961-62. 

The object of his Budget proposals was 
to fortify a bit further the stimulus and the 
steadiness following from it which he gave 
last year in the Budget by increasing the 
initial allowances by 50 per cent, and to 
do something to encourage those who were 
now planning investment expenditure to put 
that expenditure in hand now rather than a 
bit later. He had felt that he could safely 
go a bit further in this direction, but not 
too far. At present he felt he must back 
his own judgment 


HELICOPTER STATIONS 

R. STAN AWBERY tackled the Parlia 

mentary Secretary to the Ministry of 
Transport and Civil Aviation about what 
steps he would take to develop helicopier 
Stations near large cities. Mr. Jonwn Hay 
replied that the Minister was watching with 
the greatest interest the development of the 
helicopter, but local authorities were gener- 
ally in the best position to provide helicopter 
stations near large cities. They already had 
the necessary powers and he was glad that 
many had, with the Ministry's advice, 
already earmarked sites. 
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Mr. Hay recalled that they had published 
a pamphlet in 1956 on the planning of air 
stations for single-engine helicopters and they 
had given further advice to 119 local authori- 
ties, including Bristol Corporation. He did 
not think it would be proper for him to sav 
that they would be willing to ask the Trea- 
sury or anyone else to make grants av.ul- 
able, because this matter was still very much 
in the experimental stage. 

Questioned by Mr. Farey-Jones, MR. Hax 
said there was nothing whatever to stop a 
private firm from opening up a helicopter 
station if it wished, provided it could obtain 
the necessary planning permission, but ‘he 
Ministry view was that this was a matte! 
which, broadly, should be left to local 
authorities. 


OTHER BUSINESS 
Distribution of Industry Act 


Mr. Erroit, Economic Secretary to the 
Treasury, replying to Mr. P. WELLS on 
April 30 said: *251 firm and eligible appli 
cations have been received under the Dis 
tribution of Industry (Financial Provisions) 
Act 1958, of which 38 have so far been 
granted. The total sum offered as assistance 
amounts to £1,039,620. The time taken to 
investigate and reach a decision on each 
application depends on the nature of the 
proposals. It may be as short as a month 
or extend over three or more months 


Payment by Cheque 


Mr. Pace asked the Minister of Labour, 
on May 11, if he would make a statement 
concerning: his intentions with regard to 
jegislation to authorise the payment of wages 
of manual workers otherwise than wholly in 
«cash, and to reviewing the Truck Acts as a 
whole with a view to amending legislation 
respectively. 

Mr. IAIN MACLEOD wrote in reply: * My 
National Joint Advisory Council has 
accepted the view that wages might, at the 
request of the worker and with his 
employer's agreement, be paid into the 
worker’s bank account or by cheque, and in 
certain circumstances be paid by money or 
postal order. As regards the last part of 
the question, the Council recommended that 
a committee should be set up to review the 
operation of the Truck Acts and to make 
suggestions for bringing them into line with 
modern conditions. I very much welcome 
these initiatives and both these matters are 
now receiving the attention of the Govern 
ment.’ 


Post Office, Stoke-on-Trent 


Mr. Excis Smiru asked the Minister of 
‘Works. on May 12, what consultations he 
had had or proposed to have with Stoke-on- 
Trent and British Railways about the pro 
posed Government buildings on the Station 
road site, Stoke-on-Trent 

Mr. HucH Mo son: * The local planning 
authority will be consulted about the form 
of the development. British Railways, who 
are selling the site to the Post Office, will 
also be consulted so far as their interests 
may be affected. The site being acquired by 
the Post Office does not adjoin the railway 
lines, and the Ministry will not be concerned 
with the general development of the area 
between the Post Office’s site and the railway 
The buildings erected on this site will be of 


modern design. It is hoped that tenders may 
be invited during 1961, work started three or 
four months later, and the scheme completed 
two years after that. The contract for the 
building work will be put out to competitive 
tender among selected firms.’ 


Housing Standards Inquiry 


Mrs. Joyce BUTLER asked the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government, on May 12, 
what action he proposed to take with regard 
to an inquiry into housing standards, with 
particular reference to private houses of less 
than the minimum standard for local autho 
rity dwellings. 

Mr. BROOKE wrote in reply: “At my 
request a sub-committee of the Central Hous- 
ing Advisory Committee has recently started 
to make a review of housing standards. This 
will cover privately built houses as well as 
houses provided by public authorities. The 
task is a large and difficult one, and will take 
time to complete.’ 


Factories\in Development Areas 


Mr. McInnes asked the President of the 
Board of Trade, what was the area of new 
factories built in each of the development 
areas and the Home Counties area during the 
year 1958. 

Sir Davip Eccles wrote in reply, on May 
8, that new factories and extensions (over 
5,000 sq. ft.) completed during 1958 in the 
development areas were (in 1,000 sq. ft.): 
North Eastern, 2,337; West Cumberland, 40; 
South Wales, 2,614; Wrexham, 108; South 
Lancashire, 1,141; Merseyside, 885; North 
East Lancs, 189; Scottish, 2,757; Home 
Counties, 9,244. The Home Counties com- 
prised Middlesex, Hertfordshire, Surrey and 
parts of the counties of Essex, Kent, Buck 
inghamshire, Berkshire and Bedfordshire 


Traffic Engineering Courses 


Mr. Srrauss asked the Minister of 
Transport on May 13 how many people he 
proposed to send from his department to 
take a course in traffic management at Yale 
or elsewhere; what other organisations would 
be participating in this scheme; and how long 
the courses took? 

Mr. HAROLD WATKINSON wrote in reply 
‘I have approved the proposed visit of two 
officers of my department to Yale University 
this autumn to enable them to take the post 
graduate course in traffic engineering which is 
organised by the university, Traffic engi 
neering is bound to play an increasingly 
important part in° our general traffic plan 
ning if the best possible use is to be made 
of our existing road system and of additions 
to it. 

*T am glad to say that the London County 
Council, the Birmingham City Council and 
Messrs. Wilson, Kirkpatrick & Partners have 
each applied to enter an engineer from their 
staffs for the course, which lasts for eight 
months.’ 

New Factory Building 

AT QUESTION TIME on May 14, Mr 
RODGERS said that 9,957 factory building pro 
jects and extensions were authorised from 
1956 to 1951 and 16,095 from 1952 to 1958. 
In Wales there were 570 new factories and 
extensions of over 5,000 sq. ft. from 
November, 1951, to the end of March, 1959, 
and 566 from 1945 to October, 1951, of

these 151 and 203 respectively were new 
buildings on new sites.

Historic Buildings, Sheerness 


LoRD CONESFORD asked the Government 
in the House of Lords on May 14 whether 
they recognised the architectural distinction 
and value of the buildings at Sheerness, 
Kent, which the Admiralty were giving up. 

THE Eart or Sevkirk, First Lord of the 
Admiralty “The Government are aware 
that a number of the buildings at Sheerness 
completed during the first quarter of the last 
century are of architectural interest. Seven- 
teen residence and eight other buildings, 
including the quadrangle, the old Admiralty 
House, and the dockyard church, have there 
fore been listed under Section 30 of the Town 
and Country Planning Act, 1947, as buildings 
of special architectural and __ historical 
interest This requires that two months’ 
notice be given before any alterations 
seriously affecting the character of the build 
ings. The local planning authority or the 
Minister of Housing and Local Government 
can then make a preservation order under 
Section 29 of the Act if it is considered 
expedient to do so.’

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Eastern Counties Consultative 


Recent Activities Described 


HE work of the Eastern Counties 

Joint Consultative Board of Archi- 
tects, Quantity Surveyors and Builders 
during the past two years is recorded in 
the sixth report of the Board, now issued 
from the EFBTE’S offices at 95 Tenison- 
road, Cambridge. 

In the two year interval which has 
elapsed since the issue of the fifth report, 
the Board on October 7, 1958, marked 
its silver jubilee with a lunch in Cam- 
bridge to which, in addition to the prin- 
cipal guests from the National 
Constituent bodies, members of the 
Board were pleased to welcome some 
founder members who attended specially 
to celebrate the Board’s 25th anniver- 
sary. The chairman of the Board in 
1958 was Mr. P. V. Mauger (architect) 
and in 1959 Mr. W. G. James, CBE 
(builder). The honorary secretary of the 
Board is Mr. R. W. Porter, MBE, direc- 
tor of the Eastern Federation of Building 
Trades Employers. 

Matters Dealt with and 
Recommendations Made 

Tendering Procedure.—Having regard to 
all the factors involved the Board con 
sidered it highly desirable that, subject to 
exceptional circumstances, the lowest tende: 
in a selected list should be accepted. This 
recommendation was submitted to the 
National Joint Consultative Committee in 
October, 1957, who made arrangements for 
it to be considered in conjunction with the 
proposed code of tendering procedure. A! 
its meeting in March, 1959, the Board 
expressed its grave concern at the conside: 
able delay in agreeing the code of tendering 
procedure, and it was decided unanimous], 
to urge the National Joint Consultative Com- 
mittee to expedite the issue of this important 
document. 

The Board considered that once a suitable 
code was published and accepted certain of 
the problems which had been considered in 
the past few years might largely disappear. 
The Board have noted with regret that there 
has not been universal acceptance by public 
authorities of the Howard Robertson Com- 
mittee recommendation on the number of 
firms selected to tender for contracts in 
various categories. 

Errors in Tenders.—The Board found 
acceptable the view that where errors 
occurred in bills of quantities the contractor 
should adhere to his original tender figure 
or withdraw. 

Firm Price Tendering.—On the reintro 
duction of firm price tendering the Board 
were concerned to note that, whereas main 
contractors were being required to give a 
firm price, certain specialists, sub-contrac- 
tors, and suppliers had indicated that they 
were not prepared to co-operate. It was con- 
sidered that firms in these categories should 
be made to realise that they formed part of 
the building contract and should therefore 
be expected to assume the same obligations 
as the main contractor. 

Although reports had been received of the 
failure by certain private architects to meet 
essential conditions laid down by the 
National Federation of Building Trades 
Employers in its statements of July 11 and 
November 1, 1957, in regard to firm price

tendering, the Board was pleased to note 
that there appeared to be recently some small 
improvement. The Board emphasised, how- 
ever, the importance of observing the gener- 
ally acceptable pre-requisites for tendering 
on this basis. 

Consideration was given to the unfortunate 
situation which arose where an architect 
named a supplier (without a _ provisional 
sum) and had refused, perhaps, unreason- 
ably, to specify an alternative firm when the 
quotation was not on a firm price basis. 
The Board considered that if main contrac- 
tors were expected to give a firm price then 
there was a duty on the architect to ensure 
that a specific material supplier would be 
prepared to quote on a similar basis. 

Annotated Bills of Quantities.—In Octo- 
ber, 1957, the Board recorded the view that 
it considered that the use of annotated bills 
of quantities was to be encouraged and that 
these were strongly recommended where 
there was no adequate specification. This 
was communicated to the National Joint 
Consultative Committee, but nothing 
further has developed. 

Cheques Act, 1957.—As a result of the 
provisions of this Act the Board felt that 
paid cheques should be regarded as evidence 
of payment in connection with building con 
tracts provided that, where necessary, the 
records clearly related paid cheques to dis- 
charged accounts. 

Quantities Rule.—in a 
operation of the quantities rule of the 
National Federation of Building Trades 
Employers the Board placed on record their 
opinion that the principles underlying the 
rule were of considerable value in the 
efficient conduct of building operations and 
advised architects and quantity surveyors in 
the Eastern Counties to do everything pos 
sible to ensure the provision of quantities as 
contemplated under the rule. 

Planning Permission and Tendering.—\In an 
endeavour to ensure that planning delays did 
mot adversely affect the conduct of building 
operations the Board suggested that. where 
appropriate, architects should seek outline 
planning permission so as to avoid delay or 
disappointment later.

Pre-Contract Collaboration 


Pre-Contract Collaboration.—-While the 
Board were fully appreciative of the value 
of co-operation between parties at the design 
Stage, it was felt that it was not easy to 
introduce the competitive element in pre- 
contract collaboration since many problems 
arose in endeavouring to set down principles 
which could be generally applied to the many 
types of contract work. The Board decided 
to examine reported instances of the suc- 
cessful operation of ‘parallel working’ 
where the competitive element was present. 

Joint Education—The Board have been 
sorry to note the poor support from the pro- 
fessions for management courses organised 
by the Eastern Federation of Building Trades 
Employers at senior executive and manage- 
ment student level. In view of the great 
importance of joint education the honorary 
secretary has been asked to submit proposals 
for a joint week-end course to be held in 
1960 possibly in Cambridge during the Uni- 
versity Easter vacation. 


RECRUITMENT OF 
APPRENTICES 
An Example of Co-operation 
Between Employers & Operatives 


HE spirit of co-operation that exists 

between the two sides of the building 
industry, which has always been a strong 
feature of the National and Regional Joint 
Councils’ work, is well illustrated by a cir- 
cular letter that has been sent to builders 
in the area by the Northern Counties 
Regional Council for the Building Industry, 
which is signed by Messrs. H. W. Wake and 
R. T. Weston, the Employers’ Secretary and 
Operatives’ Secretary, respectively. On the 
recruitment and training of apprentices the 
letter says: 

* There is one matter to which the Council! 
would ask all firms to give particular thought 
and attention, namely, the training of appren 
tices. That adequate numbers of apprentices 
are needed, if only to replace the wastage in 
the craft ranks each year, will be generally 
recognised. It is but fair that all firms 
engaged in the industry should play a prope: 
part in training its personnel. On behalf of 
the Joint Council and the Joint Apprentice 
ship Committee, whilst being conscious of 
the splendid work done by many firms, may 
we, in a helpful svirit. submit the following 
points for consideration by each firm, 
namely : 

‘1. Don’t overload with apprentices but 
do take as many as you can train in a 
proper manner. 

‘2. Be as selective as possible in choos 
the boys for training. The assistance of 
head masters and youth employment 
officers can be valuable in énsuring the 
selection of boys who are keen on making 
a career in the industry and who will make 
diligent apprentices. 

‘3. Recruit boys who will attend to their 
studies at technical schdol, as well as 
having regard to their potentiality in regard 
to practical work. 

*4. If an error of judgment is unfo! 
tunately made in selection, make an early 
decision to give the boy an opportunity 
of seeking his future elsewhere and in any 
case before he reaches 164 years of age 

‘5. Indenture all boys whom you decide 
io train in accordance with the Joint 
Apprenticeship Agreement. 

‘6. Seek the assistance of the Local 
Joint Apprenticeship Committee at the 
first sign of a lad’s lack of interest either 
in his practical work or his technical 
studies. 

‘7. Do please give every encouragement 
to your boys firstly to equip themselves 
thoroughly as craftsmen and in suitable 
cases to continue their studies in order to 
qualify as supervisors and managers. 

‘If you are not a federated employer, the 
letter continues, ‘ we wish to make a further 
point for your consideration. The National 
Joint Council is the recognised authority for 
governing the industry so far as wages and 
working conditions are concerned. It is right 
that the industry should govern itself in such 
matters and it is right that all who benefit 
from the work of the Council should support 
it both financially and by taking part in its 
work. This can only be done through mem- 
bership of the Employers’ Federation con 
stituting the employers’ side of the Council. 
We are appealing to all builders thus to 
support the work of the Council.’ 





INQUIRY BUREAU 
Treating Brickwork 


Q.—I have just purchased an old cottage 
in Sussex and am in the throes of redecora- 
tion, etc. The fireplace and surround are 
brick but have been coated many times with 
various colour paints. This is all being 
‘hacked off’ carefully as the original bricks 
are all in splendid condition and are of 
various shades, which I am anxious to retain. 
Can you please inform me if there is any 
kind of treatment, such as a shellac finish 
which would prevent the brickdust rubbing 
off and preserve their original colourings. 


A.—It is not without some surprise that I 
note our correspondent is able to remove 
the paint from the brick fireplace without 
damaging the surface of the brick. Bricks 
used in the construction of the fireplace are, 
I imagine, local bricks from Sussex and 
would not normally dust off from the sur- 
face. If, however, the bricks themselves have 
deteriorated due to insufficient burning at the 
manufacturing stage, then one might expect 
the dusting to occur, and in fact may be the 
reason why our correspondent is able to 
clean off the paint. 

The paint being removed is bringing with 
it a thin layer of brick. Should this be the 
case then I am afraid our correspondent is 
not going to be very satisfied with the fire- 
place since there is little one can do to the 
bricks that would not destroy their character. 

Assuming that it is possible to get back 
to the brick without destroying its surface, 
then the original lustre can be brought back 
to the brick and the colourings brought out 
by applying one or two coats of * boiled oil’ 
after carefully washing down first with a 
fairly stiff brush and clean water. From then 
on, say once a year, a coat of boiled oil 
will be all that is necessary to maintain the 
pleasing effect of 2 brick fireplace.

Efflorescent Bricks 


Q.—During 1958 we built and completed a 
bungalow under architect’s supervision and 
RIBA Contract. The interna] 11 in. plas- 
tered brick walls have suffered considerably 
with efflorescence and mould; the walls were 
decorated with emulsion paint supplied by 
a nominated supplier. There has been been 
no trouble with the plastered clinker block 
walls or where concrete was used, neither 
have the plaster board ceilings been affected. 
We have been informed that the mould 
spores are airborne. It has since been dis- 
covered that the bricks specified came from 
a field prone to efflorescence. We have now 
remedied the damage and so far cured the 
mould trouble. 

The above work has been carried out at 
considerable expense to ourselves and we 
should be glad to have your views as to who 
is responsible for the cost of this.

A.—A Legal Correspondent writes.—Cases 
of this kind involve complex legal and tech- 
nical questions, and I would therefore recom- 
mend the questioner to put all the facts 
before his solicitor for a full opinion. It 
may be useful, however, to indicate a few 
general principles. 

The bricks were apparently the subject 
of three contracts. The building owner had 
a contract with a firm of builders, The 


builders bought the bricks from a firm of 
builders’ merchants, and the latter obtained 
the bricks from the manufacturers. If the 
bricks were defective, the building owner 
can probably sue the builders for breach 
of contract either for failure to comply with 
the specification or on an implied term of 
the contract. 

The builder’s position is rather more com- 
plicated. In order to sue the merchants, 
he would have in my opinion to rely on 
one or other of the conditions of sale im- 
plied by section 14 of the Sale of Goods 
Act, 1893, viz.: 

(1) Where the buyer, expressly or by 
implication, makes known to the seller the 
particular purpose for which the goods 
are required so as to show that he relies 
on the seller’s skill or judgment, and the 
goods are of a description which it is in 
the course of the seller's business to sup- 
ply, whether he be the manufacturer or 
not, there is an implied condition that the 
goods shall be reasonably fit for the pur- 
pose. 

(2) Where goods are bought by descrip- 
tion from a seller who deals in goods of 
that description, whether he be the manu- 
facturer or not, there is an implied 
condition that the goods shall be of mer- 
chantable quality; provided that if the 
buyer has examined the goods there is no 
implied condition as regards defects which 
such examination ought to have revealed. 
As to (1)}—the onus of proof lies on the 

purchaser, but in most cases the onus is 
light. This is especially so where there is 
only one normal use for a particular article. 
Two of the leading cases on this subject con 
cerned a hot water bottle and a pair of pants 
respectively. Obviously there is only one 
normal use for each of these articles, so the 
seller must be taken to have known the par- 
ticular purposes for which they were 
required. 1 do not think that bricks come 
quite into this category. Having regard to 
the judgments in Cammell Laird v. Man- 
ganese Bronze & Brass Co. (1934) a case con- 
cerning a ship’s propeller—I am of opinion 
that the purchaser would have to show that 
the merchant was informed, expressly or by 
implication, of the precise building for which 
the bricks were required. Furthermore, the 
purchaser would have to show that he gave 
this information so as to show that he relied 
on the merchant's skill or judgment. 

1 do not know whether the architect speci 
fied the bricks but I do not think that would 
make any material difference, because there 
would still be many matters requiring the 
seller’s skill or judgment. 

As to (2)}—the word ‘merchantable’ 
appears to mean that the goods are fit for 
use. Thus, where there is only one particular 
use for the article in question (e.g. a hot 
water bottle or a pair of pants) it is not 
merchantable unless it is fit for that par 
ticular purpose. In the case of bricks, how- 
ever, I think it would have to be shown that 
they were not fit for any use as bricks: 
Cammell Laird v. Manganese, etc. Here 
again the burden of proof lies on the pur- 
chaser, but it is not necessarily a heavy one. 

The merchant is in much the same position 
as the builder. In suing the manufacturer, 
he too would have to rely on either or both 
of the statutory conditions discussed above. 

I should perhaps emphasise that the build- 
ing Owner cannot sue the manufacturer direct 
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for breach of contract, because the only con- 
tract to which the building owner was a 
party was that with the builder. He might 
possibly sue the manufacturer direct in tort 
following the principle laid down in 
Donoghue vy. Stevenson. In that case a 
woman was drinking some ginger beer and 
suffered shock on discovering (so it was 
alleged) the remains of a decomposed snail 
in the bottle. The House of Lords laid down 
the principle that a manufacturer is liable for 
defects in his products liable to cause injury 
to life, limb or health provided there is no 
opportunity of intermediate inspection 
between manufacturer and consumer. This 
principle has never yet been extended to 
damage to property but there are dicta to 
the effect that the principle would apply in 
such cases. Assuming that such liability 
exists, the building owner would then have 
to show that the defective condition of the 
bricks would not have been revealed by any 
examination which might reasonably have 
been made by the architect or the builder.

Liability for Damage te 
a Public Sewer 


Q.—My builder when making the saddle 
connection between our new drain and the 
public sewer slightly fractured the sewer 
pipe. The work was done under the super- 
vision of the local authority. The authority 
now require three new lengths of drain to 
be laid which would mean opening up the 
road, etc. In my opinion their requirements 
are excessive as I am satisfied that the sewer 
would function properly if the saddle con- 
nection were completed, and the whole 
encased in concrete. The original construc- 
tion of the sewer did not include a concrete 
bed and I feel this was a contributory cause 
of the fracture. 


I should be glad to know whether I can 
be held to be responsible for the alleged 
damage bearing in mind that the connection 
was being made under the supervision and to 
the requirements of the building inspector 
Also, can I resist the extra work required by 
the authority, in which case what procedure 
should I take to submit my own counter 
proposals ? ARCHITECT. 


A.—A legal correspondent writes:—In this 
case it appears that the owner of certain 
premises was exercising the right conferred 
on him by section 34 of the Public Health 
Act, 1936, to connect his drains to the pub- 
lic sewer. The local authority have 
apparently not exercised their option to do 
the work themselves so the work is done 
on behalf of the owner by a builder acting 
under the supervision of the authority 
Whilst this work is being done damage is 
caused to the property of the local authority,’ 
namely the public sewe 

I am of opinion that the local authority 
have no power to compel the owner to 
carry out remedial work.

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county court. The county court judge would 
need to be satisfied on two main points: 
(1) Was the damage due to the act or 
negligence of the builder as the owner's 
agent ?

On the first point, the judge might well 
take into account the construction of the 
public sewer and the fact that the work was 
done under the supervision of the authority, 
though I do not think that either of these 
points would necessarily be conclusive.

President on the Challenge of the 
New Age 


ROPOSING the toast of Central Area 3 

at its spring luncheon in Stationers 

Hall last week, the President of the LMBA, 

Mr. K. J. Pearce, said that he wanted to 

pay very sincere tribute to the leaders of the 

building trades unions for calling their recent 

conference to consider the effect of new 

techniques in the building industry. It was 

a step which might have a profound effect 
on the future of the industry. 

The technical and scientific developments 
of the second half of this century wou!d 
almost certainly be greater than those of the 
first half. 

*Come what may, we must always remem- 
ber that we are dealing with human beings,” 
Mr. Pearce continued. ‘Changes in tech- 
niques, their effect on the crafts, on. pro- 
ductivity, on employer and on operative must 
be the subject of free and uninhibited dis- 
cussion. 

*The anticipation of change naturally 
brings in its wake the fear of unemploy 
ment, and this is often the real cause of 
industrial disputes. But this fear is not the 
prerogative of the operatives alone. 
Employers, too, are often seriously concerned 
lest the changes in construction and tech- 
niques affect their own particular businesses. 
Both operative and employer must use the 
utmost endeavour to understand the other's 
point of view. 

‘With all this development taking place 
the next few years are going to be very 
interesting years in the life of the building 
industry, where every accepted practice is 
going to be challenged and only the best will 
be accepted.’ 

Mr. J. A. Porter, Chairman of the Area, 
presided, and Mr. G. T. Lloyd, the Town 
Clerk of Holborn, replied for the guests. 


COUNTY OFFICES, SHREWSBURY 
Preparation of Detailed Plans 
Approved 


ON TWO OCCASIONS committees of the 
Salop County Council have considered 
Shrewsbury’s Old Smithfield site as a pos- 
sible site for the erection of the new County 
Offices, now scheduled to be built at the 
Column. Sir OFFLEY WAKEMAN told mem- 
bers of the Council this at their meeting cn 
May 9 last when they gave their approval 
to go ahead with the preparation of detailed 
plans for the Column scheme, and the em 
ployment of an extra team of architects to 
carry out the work. 

Co.. J. G. E. BorouGu, chairman of the 
general purposes committee, said the ques- 
tion of the Shrewsbury Smithfield site had 
been considered, but those who had con 
sidered it had not thought it a suitable site. 

On the question of architects, the em- 
ployment of an outside firm would involve 
the council in the expenditure of many 
thousands of pounds of extra money. The 
men employed would be absorbed later into 
the architect's staff—a staff which was never 
up to establishment. 

Replying to the debate, Sir OFFLEY 
WAKEMAN pointed out that the Smithfield 
site was now gone, In any case, he said, 
it had always been the Council's policy to 
take the offices to the Column. 


SCHOOL BUILDING, 


BIRMINGHAM 
New Projects Sanctioned 


FOURTEEN new primary and secondary 
schools are included in the 1960-62 Birming- 
ham building programme sanctioned by the 
Minister of Education, Mr. Geoffrey Lloyd. 
In addition major extensions will be carried 
out at 16 other schools. 

For 1960-61 the Minister agrees to 17 out 
of 30 proposed schemes and has transferred 
six more to the 1961-62 programme. 

In the first year of the programme the 
largest single project will be a county 
secondary school costing £293,304 in the 
Nechells Green redevelopment area. Twe 
other large projects will be a school in the 
Highgate redevelopment area and one in 
the Selly Oak-Harborne area. Each of the 
latter will cost £134,000, 

Among the main extensions in the first 
year is a £122,000 scheme at King Edward's 
Grammar School, Aston. 

In the second year a boys’ grammar 
school will be built at Kings Norton cost- 
ing £123,420 and a new bilateral! technical 
modern school at Hall Green at a cost of 
£219,252. 


DIRECT LABOUR, ATHERSTONE 
Housing Committee's Opposition 


ATHERSTONE RuRAL COUNCIL'S housing 
committee has recommended that the Coun 
cil should reject a proposal that future 
housing programmes should be carried out 
by direct labour. 

“We would point out, stated the com- 
mittee’s report, * that the council has already 
erected over 1,400 houses since the end of 
the war and a further 89 houses and flats are 
in course of erection with another 200 
approved by the Ministry of Housing as the 
1959 programme.’ 

‘The major portion of the housing needs 
has already been met and the erection of 
houses by direct labour would involve set- 
ting up a separate organisation and the 
purchase of plant and equipment. In these 
circumstances we do not propose that any 
action should be taken.’ 


BREACHES OF SAFETY 
REGULATIONS 
Builders Fined 


EDWARD BELL AND Co., Ltp., builders and 
contractors, Sheffield, were fined £25 with 
£5 5s. 6d. costs at Renishaw on May 11 on 
five charges relating to houses erected by 
them in Moorside Close, Mosborough, near 
Sheffield. 

They admitted having no guard rail on 
scaffolding on the site: failing to provide 
toe boards on the scaffolding; failing to 
fasten putlogs to ledges; using a gangway 
less than 17 inches wide; and using unsuit- 
able material to support scaffolding.

There was an 
increase of 21,000 in the numbers employed 
in building and contracting, the figures for 
the end of that month being 1,470,000, 
according to Ministry of Labour and National 
Service statistics. At the end of March, 1958. 
the number so employed was 1,474,000.

Rates of Interest Reduced

OVERSEAS BUILDING 


From Our Own Correspondents 

CANADA.—Canadian National Railways 
pian to construct a $90m. by-pass line and 
marshalling yards, outside Metropolitan 
Toronto, The yard will cover more than 
1,200 acres and contain 500 miles of lines. . . . 
Toronto’s Board of Control has decided to 
call for private offers for the development 
of the south side of Queen-street, opposite 
the new City Hall. This project will entail 
the expenditure of many million dollars for 
construction and demolition. An agreement 
has been reached between the Nova Scotia 
Government and the Nova Scotia Pulp 
Ltd. for the construction of a $40m. pulp 
mill. ... A $375,000 home for the aged is to 
be built at Pentecostal, Ontario. 

HAITI.—A five-year plan covering irriga- 
tion, drainage, land-reclamation, re-afforesta- 
tion, road-building and other public works, 
health and education, is announced. An 
investment of about £8m. will be required. 

IRAQ.—The fifth technical section of the 
Ministry of Development have completed a 
five-year housing plan, the cost of which is 
estimated at £130m. The plan includes the 
provision of houses for 5,000 mud-hut 
dwellers ‘in Baghdad. The Development 
Board have allocated £150,000 for the con- 
struction of a modern agricultural village 
near Baghdad as a model for others to be 
built in other Liwas. The Development 
Board have decided to let tenders for the 
construction of 376 houses to the south of 
Mosul. The tender will include the laying 
of water and power supplies and fhe con- 
struction of roads and a sewage system. 

MALAYA, — The Central Electricity 
Board awarded the contract for construction 
of the civil engineering works in the 
Cameron Highlands hydro-electric scheme 
to the German firm of Hochtief. The suc- 
cessful tender was for M$47.7m. 

SOUTH AFRICA (UNION).—Generally 
speaking, conditions in the building industry 
remain subdued with activity possibly below 
1958 level, reports Barclays Bank DCO. A 
report from Durban states, for instance, that 
during February plans passed were worth 
£304,230, compared with £528,665 in the cor- 
responding month of last year. In East 
London 37 plans were passed amounting to 
£200,325, representing a decline of £48,000 
+y comparison with February, 1958, figures; 
the 1959 total so far is now running at a 
level almost 30 per cent. below that of a year 
before. In Cape Town a £1 million expan- 
sion plan is reported to have been approved 
by the Cape Provincial Administration, 
involving various new blocks at the Groote 
Schuur Hospital. 

SYRIA -—Ministry of Communications has 
issued a five-year plan for road and bridge 
construction to cost £Syr.50m. .. . Plans for 
the construction of grain storage depots have 
been announced. It is proposed to construct 
depots with a capacity of 400,000 tons by 
1965 at total cost of £Syr.60m. in the Jezira, 
Aleppo, Homs, Damascus and Hourna dis- 
tricts. . . . A programme of rural develop- 
ment has been proposed by the Minister of 
Agrarian Reform. It includes the construc- 
tion of new villages and the financing of co- 
operative societies to build houses. Cost is 
roughly £Syr.300-400m. . . . A number of 


new projects are announced—a spinning, 
weaving and dyeing mill at Homs to cost 
£Syr.13m.; a flour mill at Deir Es Zor to cost 
£Syr.2m.; factories for the milk industry at 
Aleppo and Damascus to cost £Syr.4m.; two 
battery factories to cost £Syr.400,000 each; 
a radio assembly plant to cost £Syr.300,000; 
a wool spinning plant to cost £Syr.4.8m.; a 
carpet factory at Damascus to cost 
£Syr.1.25m. Extensions to spinning mills, the 
establishment of a chain factory and fruit 
canning factories are also reported to have 
been authorised. . .. According to an official 
statement the Government has decided to 
build a refinery at Karatchuk and pipelines 
between Homs and Damascus and Homs and 
Aleppo, to facilitate the distribution of oil 
products from the refinery at Homs. 


WEST INDIES.—Barclays Bank DCO 
reports from Jamaica that negotiations have 
been completed for the building in Kingston 
of a £1,125,000 convention hotel of 200 
double rooms, a hall capable of seating 1,000 
persons, 3 dining areas and a swimming pool. 
The hotel will be operated by the Sheraton 
Hotel Corporation. Work will commence in 
June and construction will take eighteen 
months to complete. ...

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‘BUILDING IN NORTHERN 
CANADA’ 
New Publication 


A NEW TECHNICAL PAPER just published by 
the Division of Building Research of the 
National Research Council is_ entitled 
‘Building in Northern Canada. It is a 
50-page mimeographed document and has 
been published in partial answer to the many 
inquiries which the Division has been 
receiving about the special features of build- 
ing in the Canadian North. 

The report points out that, contrary te 
popular belief, logistics and economics are 
the chief determinants of northern building 
Popular misconceptions about climate of the 
North are answered by six special climatic 
charts which show that the duration of 
winter rather than its intensity differentiates 
the climate of the North from that of the 
more settled parts of Canada. One chart 
also. shows another important climatic 
factor that is not generally recognised—the 
increasing number of days without daylight 
as one approaches the far northern 
extremes of the country. 

A large part of the paper is concerned 
with permafrost and its effects upon build- 
ing in the North. There is an outline of 
the measures which must be taken to 
preserve permafrost and to preserve the 
vegetal cover which prdtects it near the 
surface during the summer months. Another 
sectron deals with the necessary charac- 
teristics of superstructures for building in 
the North, with reference to the special place 
of prefabrication in northern building. 


SUNRAY HEATING SYSTEM 


Use of Heat Accumulators Suggested 
By J. Grindrod 

HE use of sun radiation for heating pur 

poses is possible in Sweden, says archi 

tect Gunnar Pleijel, auxiliary professor at 

Stockholm University, who has been study- 


ing this problem for the past 30 years. He 
says that there is no lack of sunshine, though 
the necessary prerequisite would be to build 
houses with sun-ray collectors on the roof 

The roofing to be used should be ordinary 
window-glass plates covered on the lower 
side by black-coloured copper plates, Mr. 
Pleijel says. When the rays pass through 
the glass they will heat the copper plate, and 
only a fraction of the heat obtained will be 
reflected back through the glass. 

To distribute the heat all over the house, 
two different methods might be used. An 
air-conditioning system could be obtained by 
causing the air to pass through a layer of 
steel wool beneath the copper plate, or a 
water-tube system could be installed there. 
leading the heated water to a ‘ heat accumu 
lator’ consisting of Glauber salt (sodium 
sulphate) with a melting point of 31 deg 
C, or even of coarse gravel or macadam. 
According to Mr. Pleijel, this accumulator 
would be able to remain heated for a long 
period of the winter season. 

Last year, Sweden had to import fuel oils 
to a value of about $185m., Mr. Pleijel 
says. During the same period it would have 
been possible to heat an average quantity 
of 8-9 litres per square metre per hour in 
the country (about 2 gallons per 10 sq. ft.) 
from 20 to 100 C by using the heat of the 
sun.

AIR POLLUTION 


Isolating the Sources 


A LECTURE on Air Pollution was given by 
Dr. R. S. Scorer of the Imperial College, at 
the British Council cinema in Hanover- 
street, on May 14. 

Dr. Scorer emphasised that the nature, 
production and effects of air pollution were 
such that they should be seriously considered 
by the engineer, the scientist and the doctor. 
A more explicit understanding of the 
sources and the kinds of damage done by air 
pollution were necessary before remedies 
could be designed to eliminate them. 

Using filmstrips to illustrate his lecture, 
Dr. Scorer dicussed the many sources of 
pollution and the various forms they take. 
The result was a shocking indictment of the 
domestic fire and the factory building. The 
major sources were coal burning power 
stations, oil refineries, cement works, steel 
works, railways, road vehicles and domestic 
fires. The effects of pollution manifested 
themselves, he said, in lung diseases, erro- 
sion and blackening of stonework and the 
destruction of vegetation. 

Dr. Scorer went on to say that houses 
and trains emit about six times as much 
obnoxious smoke as modern industry or a 
power station. Illustrating this, he said that 
one ton of coal burned in a typical home 
would produce two thousand times the 
amount of damage by its pollution as one 
ton burned in a typical power station. 


Concern at Radioactivity 


Referring to air pollution of the future, 
Dr. Scorer expressed deep concern about the 
effects of radioactivity, although nuclear 
power stations, under ordinary working con- 
ditions, are not, he said, a source of dan- 
gerous radioactive pollution. 

In conclusion, Dr. Scorer expressed the 
hope that those concerned would not 
attempt indiscriminate elimination of the 
sources of pollution, but would first study 
local conditions, both climatic and geo- 
graphical, with a view to ridding the com- 
munity of the most serious forms. This is 
especially important because some of the 
most dangerous sources are not always 
immediately apparent, since the smoke, 
vapours or gases emitted are invisible and 
it is only their effect that is noticeable.
